2 data is comprised of an e-mail transmitted from said transmitter to said 

3 data receiver through said network.

7 calculator that said data transmitter is said p r edetermined one person who

2 communication system in which a data transmitter transmits data to a data

8 wherein when said user makes access to a home-page on which 

9 said data stored in said data server is displayed, if said home-page

12 calculator and said home page presenter has attached a specific code to 

13 said data, said calculator charges said home-page presenter for said access 

14 made by said user to said home-page.
